Cerman blood is well represented in 
practically all the royal families of Ku 
rope. but is e s pe c i a lly strong in the 
Roots nod line. The Russian imperial 
fami v has married so extensively into 
Cerman royal houses that their blood is 
practically as much Oltiaa as the Kai- 
ser's. 

Princess Sopoie of Prussia, sister of the 
K user, is the wife of ex King Constan 
tine of Greece, King Albert of heroic 
Belgium likewise has a Cerman wife, 
Duchess I'.li/abeth of ltavaria These 
are some of the royal personages whom 
the war has brought into prominence, 
but there is I similar intermingling of 
blood in the royal families of Spain. 
Norway, Sweden, Holland, and other 
countries that are still remaining neutral 
The underlying causes of the war, so 
obscure at fiast, having become clearer 
each succeeding month. Political in- 
trigue in Cermany, by which the prince- 
lv military families hoped to re establish 
their fast-waning power by bringing 
about a conflict, and a now well known 
plan of world conquest politically and 
commercially, whie i the rnling classes 
in Cermany have been fostering, are to 
day only too apparent. 

The foundations of Cerinanv's dream 
for a greater empire were laid back in 
ih.s;i, when Itismarck dominated the pol- 
itics ami diplomacy of central Kurope, 
ami established the system of alliances. 
Trouble was brewing between Russia 
Austria, and Russian troops were 
threatening the Austrian frontier. The 
C/ar assured Itismarck that peace would 
be maintained if Cermany would sup 
port Russia. lint liismarck, forceo to 
declare in favor of either Russia or Aus- 
tria, formed an alliance with the latter, 
and later lt::ly was induced to join. 
This was the Triple Alliance, from which 
Italy diplomatically managed to excuse 
herself. 

After her alliance with Austria, Ger- 
many cultivated the friendship of Tur- 
key, and soon dieamed of an empire ex 
tending from the North Sea to Asia 
Minor. Hut whatever may have been 
the initial causes, the war is now clearly 
the resistance of democracy to despot. 

is an iui|K>rtant factor iu so far as it com- 
plicates dip'ouiacv and influences leader- 
s iip, but this relationship did not bring 
011 the war.

The printing press and mod- 
ern education have raised the average 
intelligence of the human race so that 
most anv civili/ed nation has thousands 
of men qualified to direct affairs of state. 

The people of one nation after another 
have come to the conclusion that royal 
families should either be dispensed with 
entirely or at least restricted in their 
authority. Of the fifty seven nations of 
the glole only six are now absolute mon- 
archies, and these are largely in the 
Dark Continent They are: Abyssinia, 
Afghanistan, Morocco, Siam, Oman, and 
Monaco. Twenty eight of the nations 
are republics, and the remaining twenty- 
three are lrr.ited monarchies, where the 
people hold the reins of government. 
The great majority of the world's popu- 
lation is self ruled The principal re

of preserving peace Hut such a flimsy 
foundation is of little import when a 
monarch becomes mad for conquest and 
big nations fight for their lives Wheu 
Napoleon threatened to conquor Kurope, 
J his Austrian father in law was one of 



Argentina, Peru, and Venezuela. 

Thus, except for Canada, practically 
all the Western Hemisphere is made up 
of republics Hut the Government oi 
Greet Britain and her colonies is iii most 
respects similar, ami iu some ways even 
more liberal, than our own; and the 
royal familv is maintained largely as a 
matter or sentiment Hut the Knglish 
people are becoming less liberal in the 
annuities paid the royal family, and the 
dowries to princesses are limited by Par 
MnillaiJ! action. The King and (Jueen 
of Kngland have been receiving about 
NijMMHfll annually, and the total ex- 
pense of maintaining the royal house- 
hold exceeds three million dollars This 
figure will henceforth be reduced, and 
some ot the estates and hunting pre- 
serves heretofore used for royal pleasure 
are being converted into farm land 
The ruler of Austria receives from bis 
people over $4,500,000 annually; the 
Sultan's income is $5,000,000; the Kaiser 
receives nearly $4,000,000, plus large in 
comes from the imperial estates; even 
the King of Siberia receives $540,000 
Prior to his abdication, the Cz<r was the 
wealthiest man in the world. His pri- 
vate estates exceed 650,000,000 acres, in 
addition to vast fore- ts and gold mines 
Thus, out of the carnage of war, the 
following benefits are already appearing 
The people afflicted with sorrow and 
burdened by taxation are less tolerant of 
imperial pomp. They are demanding 
the divisiou of royal estates into farms, 
and they are well aware that statesmen 
who have risen from the cummou people 
have ruled more wisely and are more 
loved by the people. 

So I would say to the New York 
woman whose queatiou prompted these 
remarks: "Although the royal families 
of Kurope are closely related, the war 
has occurred not because of such kin- 
ship but in spite of it. The struggle is 
one of democracy against despotism, of 
humanity against brutality. The cost to 
this gen. ration is tremendous But tho. e 
who in thought, word and deed do their 
bit to help America and the Allies win 
are helping to make the earth safer from 
wars of aggressiou in the fuiure and a 
better place in which our posterity may 
live in peace and happiness "
